federally-inspected packing plant! 
will be banned effective Nov. 18.

would allow it to extend the ban 
to many packing plants which op­

single states, and are not subject 
to federal inspection or standards. 


Federal m eat inspection regula­ 
tions in effect until last Dec. 30 
banned the addition of moisture 
to smoked hams and certain other 
smoked pork products to make 
them juicier. 


The 
regulation 
was 
changed 
Dec. 30 to allow interstate pack­ 
ers to add up to IO per cent m ois­ 
ture to the products. 


Interstate packers 
complained 
that the old federal rule prevent­ 
ed them from competing with the 
one-state packers who had been 
marketing watered hams.
